N  this  controveiTy,  the  American  par- 
tizans  quoted  Mr  Locke,  laid  much 
Prefs  oil  his  authority,  aful  olteii  re¬ 
peated  his  words.  In  an  elfay  on  the 
cpieftion  concerninu  taxation,  iurerted  in 
your  Magazine  [Vol.  xxx.  P.  19,^.  et 
7^7*] >  *  proved  clearly,  as  I  think, 

that  his  authority  is  againfV  them.  This 
was  never  attempted  to  be  antwered  by 
any  of  your  corref|H)ndents,  though  one 
of  them  Hill  repeated  his  words  in  ar¬ 
guing  b)r  the  colonies. 

With  fuch  people  it  is  in  vain  to  rea- 
fon  ;  and,  indeed,  too  many  t)f  that  par¬ 
ty  feem  to  be  fuch.  y\s  one  evidence  of 
this,  the  reader  may  infpe^t  an  extract 
from  Dr  Ih ice’s  Obfei vations,  &c.  in 
your  Mipa/ine  [Voi.  xxxi.  P.  ; 

wlierc  the  do<^tor  lays,  “  AH  hillory 
proves  that,  in  Inch  a  lituation,  a  hand- 
Inl  i.s  a  niatcli  for  millions.”-— lly  which 
the  (tov^tor  means  {as  is  evident  from  the 
context)  tliAt,  if  Uritain  could  fend  mil-

lions  of  men  .igainft  the  Americans,  a 
handful  of  the  latter  would  be  a  match 
for  all  the  former.  That  there  is  fale 
for  pamphlets  llnffeil  with  fuch  cxtiava- 
gancies,  is  certainly  a  veiy.  ftrong  evi¬ 
dence  of  what  I  have  faid:  lJut  1  hope 
your  readers  that  favour  the  caufe  of 
the  colonies,  are  not  all  fo  intoxicated 
with  American  declamations,  as  to  be 
incapable  of  liflening  to  plain  and  fair 
reafoning, — which  is  all  that  J  aim  at. 

Ill  your  Magazine  [Vol.  xxxi. 387.], 
the  authority  of  Montefquieu  is  ailed- 
ged  in  favour  of  the  colonies,  and 
words  are  inferted  as  his  ;  but  the  pait 
of  his  writings  where  the  w'ords  are  to 
be  found,  is  no  way  pointed  out.  If 
this  had  liecii  done  by  one  I  knew  no¬ 
thing  about,  1  fliouid  h|^e  thought  it  an 
unfair  art  of  fome  j^irrrrican  paitiz.an, 
in  order  to  have  it  to  fay  that,  if  the 
great  Locke  be  not  for  the  c<»loiiies,  the 
great  MontcUpiicii  is,  and,  at  the  fame 
time,  to  make  it  very  diflicnlt  for  any, 
body  to  find  the  paflage  with  tliecen* 
text,  whereby  the  allertion  might  be 
confnle<l :  hut,  as  this  Is  done  by  one 
w  ith  w'hom  I  am  well  acquainted  (by  his 
w  ritings),  and  whom  I  believe  incapable 
of  wilfully  doing  any  thing  that  is  uii-

In  a  fpeech,  laid  to  be  gov.  John- 
Hone’s  [Scots  Mag.  V.xwvii.  P.  ^13.], 
he  avers  that,  in  the  Reiman  common- 
wc.dtb,  “  twei  dilliniH  legillative  autho¬ 
rities  elid  actually  exiH,tlie  comiiin  tribu~ 
/</,  and  the  l  omitia  anlnriata But 
whoever  rcaels  with  .atteiiliein  what  re- 
maiius  of  their  great  hiftorian  Livy, 
wi'l  Ice  that  the  founders  o!  their  repub¬ 
lic  fell  into  no  fuch  blunder  in  framing 
their  conllitution  ;  that  they  maele  but 
one  legin.itivc,  viz.  the  covi'iUa  ccnturl^ 
atn  ;  that  the  c'j»i’itia  trihuta^  ami  the 
irihiui  pith’is  (the  magilirates  who  pre- 
fidcd  in  thctr.j  were  extorted  by  fecef- 
fions  of  tlie  people  (the  molt  formid.able 
mobs  tiut  ever  exiiled, — becaiife  they” 
conhltcd  <.f  immcnfe  multitudes,  inoHly 
elirDanded  foldiers  w’ell  anr.cil,  and  long 
inured  to  the  actual  cxercife  of  w’ar), 
who  obtained  whatever  they  infilled  on, 
howfoever  impro]>er  in  itielf,  there  be¬ 
ing  no  force  that  could  be  oppofed  to 
them;  and  that  Ihefe  coiiccHions  foon 
became  the  fource  of  almoH  perpetual 
intelline  broils  ami  conviiUioiis,  info- 
much  th.it  conllaiit  foreign  wars  became 
luccH'.iry  for  imulcrating  tliem,  by  em¬ 
ploying  the  people,  and  by  giving  a  pre¬ 
text  lor  crt.iliiig  a  diclator,  or  applying 
other  temporary  remedies.  From  other 
'liilloriaus  we  learn  that,  after  the  de¬ 
ll  ruction  of  Carthage  had  freed  Rome 
Irom  her  moll  dangerous  enemy  ami  on¬ 
ly  lival,  thefr  intelline  hmils  increafed 
goadiially,  till  at  length  they  broke  out 
into  a  moll  bloody  and  cruel  civil  war 
between  Mivius  ami  Sylla,  and  at  laft 
prodiiecil  the  great  civil  war  between 
Ca  i'araml  Pompey,  wliertby  the  liber- 
tie.-*  both  of  the  people  and  of  the  fenatc 
Wire  auniliilatid.  Marius  and  Cafai 
wa  re,  or  pritemlid  to  be,  for  the  people 
.Mjil  their  tribunes,  Sylla  and  Pompey 
tor  the  Icuate  ;  all  wliieh  were  the  dif- 
mal  (Hects  (various,  .a  cording  to  con- 
ciiviir'g  cireumHaiices''  of  the  monHrous 
r.bl’mdity  lA  two  independent  legifla- 
tjic''  in  the  fame  H.ae,  or  common- 
V  e.dtl',.  How  this  ablurditv  was  forced 
ir.tM  theRom.in  lei  ul'llcau  eonftilulion^ 
V. c  have  a’.re.nly  evpIajiK'd. 

'I'hc  gtivernor’a  mention  of  Athens 
rtcuiias  no  .iniwir,  lincc  he  has  avoided 
naming  .'ay  p.^rtieular  of  their  conllitu- 
tioti.  I  its  ipc.tkiiig  ol  1  lolland  fecnis  to 
be  TiK'ia  to  the  pnrj''ole,  as  that  govern- 
iitciii  IS  Hdl  lubitLiiig,  aiid  lu  our  ueigli- 
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•  toirrhood;  but,  if  duly  confidercd,  it 
will  prove  noching  for  his  fide  of  the 
controverfy.  1  know  no  better  author 
for  informing  us  concerning  it,  than  Sir 
William  Temple,  both  for  his  having 
the  belt  opportunities  of  known ng  it, 
tind  for  his  penetration  and  veracity. 
He  ^Obfervations  upon  the  United  Pro¬ 
vinces,  ch.  2.  in  prin.)  tells  us,  that  “  It 
‘  cannot  properly  be  (tiled  a  common- 

*  w'c.dth,  but  is  rather  a  confederacy  of 
‘  fei^cn  foirreign  provinces  united  togc- 

*  ther  for  their  common  and  mutual  de- 
‘  fence  ; — That  each  of  thefe  provinces 
‘  is  likew'ife  compofed  of  many  little 
‘  ftates  or  cities,  wdiich  have  feveral 
‘  marks  of  fovereign  power  within 
‘  themfelves,  and  are  not  fubjcdl  to  the 
‘  fovereignty  of  their  province,  not  bc- 
‘  ing  concluded  in  many  things  by  the 
‘  majority,  but  only  by  the  univerfal 
‘  concurrence  of  voices  in  the  provincial 

*  — ftates.”  Hence,  then,  it  is  evidewt 
that  the  parties  were  not  willing,  by 
what  is  commonly  called  The  Union  of 
Utrcchty  to  give  up  their  feveral  fove- 
reignties  and  unite  the  provinces  into 
one  ftatc,  or  commonwealth;  wherefore 
the  framers  of  that  w’rit  could  not  make 
it  contain  the  conftitution  of  eon  fu- 
preme  and  unlimited  Icgiflature  ;  hnt 
they  have  taken  great  pains  to  fupply 
that  defed  as  far  as  pofUble.  Sir  Wil¬ 
liam  has  not  given  us  a  copy  of  the  leges 
ferderist  dr  articles  of  that  league,  but 
they  are  printed  in  Com,  dc  Statu  Feed. 
Belgii,  from  which  I  lliall  tranferibe  the 
19th  article,  which  is,  “  Si  de  mente 

*  ant  interpretation:  harum  Irgum  con- 
‘  troverliar  quid  obortum  fit,  aut  in  ea 
‘  obfeurum,  iententia  plurium  ex  feede^ 
‘  ratis  ipfarum  legum  fententia  ct  mens 
‘  cenfetui.”  By  this  article,  an  abfo- 
hite  pow'cr  of  interpreting  the  league  is 
vefted  in  the  majority  of  the  provinces, 
f.  e,  of  the  ftates-generai  (where  each 
province  has  hut  one  vote),  which  is  the 
next  thing  to  the  conftituting  them  an 
tinlimited  legiflature  ;  and,  in  fad,  ac¬ 
cording  to  my  information  (wdiich  is 
fijch  as  I  cannot  doubt),  they  have  fome- 
times  exerted  this  power  fo  as  to  inter¬ 
pret  the  league  contrary  to  its  exprefs 
words.  When  there  wms  no  Stadthol- 
<ler,  one  of  the  great  towns  of  Holland 
prefumed  to  rcfnfe  its  confent  to  one  of 
thofc  great  matters  which,  by  ar¬ 
ticle  5th,  require  univerfal  aflent ;  The 
Itates-gcneral  determined  (contrary  to 
tac  dear  words  of  that  article)  that  they 


could  proceed  without  that  towm’s  af- 
fent,  only  they  could  not  require  its 
quota  of  the  expence.  This  forced  in¬ 
terpretation  they  thought  themfelves 
warranted  to  give,  in  order  to  avoid  the 
abfurdity  of  tw’o  or  more  independent 
legillatures  in  w  hat  was  intended  to  adt 
as  oi>e  ftate,  even  though  it  w  as  but  a 
confederacy.  They  proceedesl  accor¬ 
dingly  w’itlrout  it,  and  they  afterw’ards 
found  an  opporlunity  of  making  that 
town  pay  its  qnot.i,  by  refufing  it  a  cer¬ 
tain  favour  till  it  complic<L  All  which 
(hew’s,  that  their  con ft-ituti cm,  ftnee  it  is 
not  that  of  onejlatc^  but  oidy  a  eotifederaey^ 
is  one  of  the  moll  perfect  that  can  be 
devifed  in  fuch  a  cafe,  efpecially  now 
w'hen  they  have  an  hereditary  Stadthol- 
der;  the  want  of  which,  in  the  lait 
French  war  wherein  they  were  engaged, 
brought  them  to  the  brink  of  deftruc- 
ticMi — ^in  1745*

Allow 
f  then  to  tell  you  a  which  1  luvc 
om  one  of  the  prefent  mafters  of  the 
ligh-lchool.  I  own  ii  is  a  little  fufpi- 
ious ;  but  he  fays  it  is  wtli  vouched, 
and  here  it  is. 

“  I  have  (fays  he)  BniOied  two  courfes 
in  the  High-fchool.  The  courfe  coutt* 
luies  four  years.  In  the  firit  courfe  75 
boys  were  regiftered,  and  at  the  end  of 
four  years  74  of  them  were  alive,  and  in 
goml  health.  In  the  fecond  courfe  10a 
were  regiilered,  and  after  tour  years 
1 01  were  alive  and  well.  boy  in 

the  former  courfe  died  of  a  water  in  the 
liead ;  the  boy  in  the  other  of  a  fevere 
ehincough,  which  immediately  followed 
mealies  as  fevere.** 

When  this,  and  other  fads  like  it,  are 
known,  do  you  think  that  parents  aud 
mailers,  from  fears  and  fern  pies  ot  coa- 
feience,  will  helitate  to  increafe  the  claf- 
fes  as  occafion 'requires  ? — Now,  my 
friend,  you  know  as  well  as  1,  nay,  you 
know  much  better  than  I,  that  the  mode 
of  lodging  is  much  altered.  Every  man 
IS  getting  a  larger  and  more  airy  houfe. 
We  are  not  f.itistied  with  the  aparS* 
ments  which  accommodated  our  honeft 
forefathers  of  the  laH  century.  Si.ncc, 
therefore,  we  fenil  our  fons  to  one  com* 
mon  feminary,  lhall  we  grudge  to  en¬ 
large  that  public  building  in  proportion 
to  the  private  f  No  furtly.  1  am  not 
without  hopes  of  feeing  your  fons  at  the 
High-fchool,  and  your  name  at  the  fub- 
feription  paper  tranfmitted  to  poilerity, 
among  the  judicious,  the  pious,*  the 
public-fpirited  gentlemen  of  this  cen- 
tmy. 

One  evil  ftill  remains,  fuggefted  by 
your  fears ;  and  that  is  the  ci>rruption 
of  morals.  CiWivince  me  that  your 
fears  are  well  founded  in  this,  and  1 
lhall  give  you  my  voice  for  reducing 
every  clafs  to  as  fmaU  a  number  as  you 
pleaie  ;  fuppofe  that  of  the  Mufes,  or 
even  of  the  Graces.  In  as  much  as 
wifdom  and  goodnefs  are  preferable  to 
all  thing(^,  infeparably  conneded,  and 
fixed  by  an  unchangeable  decree,  the 
true  foundation  of  happinefs,  knowledge 
and  arts,  acquired  at  the  t  xpence  of  vir¬ 
tue,  arc  dear  bought  indeed.  But,  my 
friend,  let  us  have  recourfe  to  fads,  and 
convtife  with  thofc  who  make  daily  ob- 
fervations  on  the  manners  of  the  young ; 
1  li»*y  tell  us  that  innocence  is  tire  cha- 
pradenfiic  of  that  perio4  pf  bVc ;  t^4^ 


they  arc  ftirrounded  every  day  with  the 
cheaiful,  the  fprightly,  the  adive, 
kind,  the  alTe^tioiiatc :  that  they  live  in 
the  golden  age,  where  faith  and  honefty 
are  pradifed  w  ithout  law.  xl  am  willing 
to  believe  there  is  a  good  deal  of  irutli 
in  this ;  but,  to  oblige  you,  1  will  fup« 
pofe  the  contrary  is  the  cafe  ;  and  thita 
in  fuch  a  mixed  multitude,  many  unha4;H' 
py  difpoiitJons  mull  appear.  Were  you 
aud  i  to  lay  our  heads  together,  we 
would  try  to  analize  and  arrange  all 
thefe  tempers,  and,  viewing  tltem  iu 
every  poflible  light,  contidcr  the  varioua 
etfeds  to  be  prc^uced  upon  them  by  fo-* 
litude  and  fociety,  by  private  and  pub¬ 
lic  education.  1  will  then,  by  way  of 
fpecimen,  figure  tomyfelf  the  boys  claf- 
fed  in  this  manner. — The  fullcn,  the 
peevilh  ;  the  Ihy,  the  Uteepilb,  the  ere- 
dnk>U8  ;  the  carelefs,  the  la'zy  ;  the  for- 
ward,  the  pert,  the  petulant,  the  impu¬ 
dent,  the  tale-bearer  ;  the  covetous,  the 
deceitful ;  the  vain,  the  proud ;  tlie‘ 
opiuionativc,  the  obftinatc ;  the  ralh, 
the  rcftlefs ;  the  choleric,  the  quarrel- 
fome,  the  cruel,  &c.  Ac.  Without  ta¬ 
king  the  pains  to  fpecify,  as  the  uatura- 
lilt  does  in  fubdividing  the  clalTei  of 
the  vegetable  kingdom,  let  us  alk  any 
man  of  plain  fenfe,  and  who  has  fume 
little  knowledge  of  mankind,  how  we 
can  mqll  fpeedily  aud  etledually  cure 
the  unhappy  bias  of  thefe  tempers  and 
habits?  He  will  anfwcr,  without  hcfita- 
tion,  Bring  them  into  tlie  fociety  of  bi)y» 
of  their  own  age:  let  them  nibagainll, 
and  polilh  one  another ;  let  them  alTo- 
ciate  under  the  eye  of  fome  pcrfoii  of 
good  feufc :  let  him  check  and  tncout 
rage,  pfaife  and  blame,  compare  and 
prefer,  reward,  and  punifli ;  and  in  a 
Ihort  time  you  will  fee  a  reformation  of 
manners.  •*  .. 

Such  a  fociety  is  a  well  regulated  pubr 
lie  fchool,  where  no  paflion  is  indulged 
except  emulation.  Indeed,  my  friend, 
if  you  think,  with  a  grjeat  writer  gf  thin 
age,  who  has  amufed'^ie  world  with  a 
new  fyllem,  that  enrulilation  can  never 
be  virtuous and  that  it  U  better  tm 
abandon  fociety  altogether,  than  have 
fuch  a  dreadful  pallion  kindled,  cheiiih- 
ed  and  inflamed  in  the  heart ;  then  you 
will  fearccly  be  convinced  by  any  thing 
I  have  advanced.  But,  as  I  do  not  fuf- 
pc^t  that  you  think  or  reafon  in  thif 
way,  allow  me  to  put  you  in  iniml  once 
more,  th.'it  you  will  obferve  in  all  chil- 
dicp  ueiir^  to  pleafe^  and  a  dd^c  ^ 
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imitAtc.  Wherf  can  yen  To  effcdnally 
take  a  h(Ai\ :  Where  c.in  you  give  Inch 
fcope  to  thrlV  original,  thefe  excellent 
ciilpofitions  of  the  human  heart,  as  in  a 
public  fchool  ?  Is  then  a  public  educa¬ 
tion  astavonraMe  to  virtue  as  a  private  ? 

I  coiilefs  myfcll  'mic  ot  thofe  who  think 
it  is  more  to.  At  the  Tame  time  I  have 
the  higheft  reneratinn  for  the  inemcry 
and  writings  ot‘  Mr  Locke  and  others, 
\vh*'  hive  tlionght  tliflerently.  1  mnrt 
beg  leive  to  lay,  however,  that  hardly 
any  two  plans  tif  education  can  be  more 
ditierent  than  Mr  Lircke's  public  tdiica- 
tion,  and  the  education  o\'  the  High- 
fchool  of'  r.dinbnrgh.  When  three  or 
Lmr  mndietl  yonn*;  gentlemen  go,  at 
the  ae  •  of  eleven  or  twelve,  to  fehool,  as 
w  IS  mnal  in  Mr  Locke’s  time.  Hay  there 
till  they  be  aK)vc  twenty,  live  all  as  «)nc 
fonily,  as  it  were  under  oih*  roof,  and 
.at  one  table,  Kir  many  ye.os,  .rnd  when 
the  p.jriu»ns  .are  mort  warm,  unrclli ain- 
’rd  by  erperiencc  and  mature  rcalbn,  a 
few  of  <lepra\ed  laHe  ami  mor.als  may 
be  fiijOpoiVd  t»'>  have  enidivlerahle  inf^n- 
« nee  in  cturunting  the  reft:  Rut  here 
the  cafe  is  exceedingly  different.  Let 
me  look  forward  to  the  time  whieh  you 
fear,  and  I  h<»pe  to  fee,  wlien  elalfes  fliall 
.amount  to  ir>o  e.ach.  Lhefe  500  arc  all, 
vxv-ept  pcHiap";  two  or  three  boyr,  un- 
th.e  t>f  thiitcen  :  ihiy  live  uith 
tluir  n't’cnts,  fnppofe  in  <00  houles:

ftrudions  for  fome  hours  every  Sunday 
in  the  fame  church.  I'hey  go  home  to 
three  hundred  houfes.  Some  fpend  the 
evening  in  viliting  the  liek,  and  work# 
of  piety  and  charily  ;  foine  in  private 
and  fecrct  devotion  ;  fome  in  recollcitl- 
ing  the  condmJl  of  their  pad  lives,  and 
forming  lelblntions  of  amendment  ; 
fome  few,  perhaps,  in  arljntling  their 
accounts,  planning  out  the  employments 
of  the  following  week,  or  writing  letlers 
of  bufriefs.  If  two  or  three  of  the  thou- 
fand  get  into  riotous  comp.any  before 
they  deep,  and  conclude  the  day  in 
Ihonehtlels  iliHipalion,  will  any  man 
reafon  lb  ill  as  to  maintain  that  they  are 
covruptid  by  attending  the  church  along 
with  fnch  1  multitude  ? 

1  cannot  coiulude  this  letter  without 
fetting  you  right  in  two  facds.  I  fup- 
pofe  you  are  a  llranger  latt  ly  come  to 
town  with  your  f.imily,  and  have  been 
milinltwmcd.  “  You  fay  “  the  redtor 
‘  docs  nothing  for  the  perquiiitcs  he  rc- 
‘  ccivts  from  the  fcholars  not  attending 
‘  his  own  (  lafs  ;  and  th.e  common  hall 
‘  ferves  no  other  pi.rp(.R*  but  to  meet 
‘  tlicre  lor  pnbl'c  prayers.’* — The  truth 
is,  all  tiH'  ci.ilfcs  are  ixaniined  in  the 
coirnuin  hal!  cncc  every  two  weeks  : 
till  dalles  ait  contralled,  and  compared 
in  I’fc  prelence  of  the  mailers,  and  fuch 
p.n  r.ts  and  friends  as  chufe  to  atfend. 
'I'his  duty,  I  am  told,  fails  on  the  rector. 
Rclides,  they  lay,  he  vifiis  and  examines 
fome  one  clafs  every  week.  In  fliort, 
he  is  the  pia:ft*sof  the  fociety.  Take 
away  the  rec^tor  and  the  public  hall,  and 
tlie  High-fch(^ol  is  no  more.  It  degene¬ 
rate  s  into  five  private  fchools,  quite  in- 
dv|  end ''nt  on  each  other,  and  lofcs 
nvc.ch  from  tliat  moirent  of  its  dignity, 
it>  importance,  and  mdity. 

1  miifl  alfo  beg  leave  to  give  you  my 
ad\T>e  upon  another  point.  Reware  of 
h'  lrkcv.ing  to  vague  reports,  cfpceially 
where  the  moral  and  religious  charader 
o\  your  tellow-citi'/ens  may  fuller.  It 
fnrprius  me  that  a  man  of  your  good 
fer;e,  tem]>er  and  candour,  fliould  ex- 
picfs  hirnfelf  in  a  manner  fo  lalh  and  un¬ 
guarded.  Your  words  are,  “  Would  it 

*  be  any  great  labour  for  each  the 

*  makers  to  fiy  prayers  in  his  owa 
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?  *  clafs  ?  Is  it  not  probable  that  the  duty 
^  *  would  in  this  manner  be  performed 
with  more  decency  and  order  — If 
this  does  not  charge  the  makers  and 
pupils  with  indecency  and  diforder  in 
the  time  of  public  prayers,  docs  it  not 
hint  that  they  arc  deticient  in  decency 
and  order?  Now,  I  have  heard  it  from 
many  eye-witneiVes,  that  the  lilencc,  the 
attention,  and  gravity  obferved  in  time 
of  prayers,  are  fncl»  as  will  not  fail  to 
ple.ife  yon  exceedingly  ;  and  hope  you 
will  fee  for  the  fat  lire  with  yonr  own  eyes. 

Upon  fomc  future  occafion  1  may, 
perliaps,  give  yon  my  lentiments  with 
refpeCt  to  yonr  two  plans :  but  per- 
fuaded  yon  will  think  me  already  too 
prolix,  1  f'lbfcribe  inyfclf,

Memoirs  of  Eustace  Budgell,  Efq; 
fin  Ingenious  and  i*(dite  ll  l  iter  in  the 
Reigns  of  ^een  Anne  and  George  I. 

Mr  mipOELL  was  the  fon  of  Gil¬ 
bert  Budgell,  doctor  of  divinity, 
and  was  born  it  St  I’homas,  near  Exe¬ 
ter,  about  the  year  161^5.  He  was  edu¬ 
cated  at  Chrift-Church  college,  Oxford, 
from  whence  he  removed  to  the  Inner 
Temple,  London  ;  but  inllead  of  ftudy- 
ing  the  law,  for  which  his  father  intend¬ 
ed  him,  he  applied  to  polite  literature, 
kept  company  with  the  genteeleft  per- 
fons  in  town,  and  particularly  contrac¬ 
ted  a  ftii«5t  intimacy  with  the  ingenious 
Mr  Addifon,  who  was  firft  couGn  to 
Lis  inotlur,  and  on  his  being  made  fe- 
crelary  to  lord  Wharton,  lord-lieutc- 
iiant  of  Ireland,  took  him  with  him  as 
one  of  the  clerks  of  his  ottice.  Mr  Bud¬ 
gell,  who  was  about  twenty  years  of 
age,  and  had  read  the  chiflics,  and  the 
works  of  the  bell  Englilh,  French,  and 
Italian  authors,  now  became  concerned 
with  Sir  Richard  Steele  and  Mr  Addifon 
in  writing  the  Taller,  ;is  he  had,  foon 
after,  a  lhare  in  writing  the  Spectators, 
where  all  the  papers  wiitten  by  him  are 
marked  with  anX  ;  and  when  that  work 
was  completed,  he  had  likewife  a  hand 
in  the  Guardian,  where  his  performan¬ 
ces  are  marked  with  an  afterifle.  He 
was  afterwaids  maile  under- fecretary  to 
Mr  Addifon,  chief  fecretary  to  the  lords 
jnftices  of  Ireland,  and  depnty-clcrk  of 
the  council.  Soon  alter,  he  was  chofen 
member  of  the  Irilh  parliament,  and  in 
1717,  when  Mr  Addifon  became  princi¬ 
pal  fecretary  of  (late  in  England,  he 


procured  Mr  Budgell  the  place  of  ac- 
comptant  and  comptroller-general  of 
the  revenue  in  Ireland.  But  the  next 
year,  the  duke  of  Bolton  being  appoint¬ 
ed  lord -lieutenant,  Mr  Budgell  wrote  a 
lampoon  againll  Mr  Wcblfer,  his  fe¬ 
cretary,  in  which  his  grace  hiinfelf  was 
not  fpared,  and  upon  all  occalions  treat¬ 
ed  that  gentleman  w’itli  the  utmoft  con¬ 
tempt.  This  imprudent  ftep  was  the 
primary  caufe  of  his  ruin  ;  for  the  duke 
of  Bolton,  in  fupport  of  his  fecretary^ 
got  him  removed  from  tlie  poll  of  ac- 
comptant-general ;  upiui  which,  return¬ 
ing  to  England,  he,  contrary  to  the  ad¬ 
vice  of  Mr  Addifon,  publilhed  his  cafe 
in  a  pamphlet,  intitled  a  Letter  to 
Lord  ♦  ♦  from  Enftace  lkidge)I» 
Efq;  accomptant-general,  6cc.  Mr  Ad¬ 
difon  had  now  rcligned  the  fcals,  and 
was  retired  into  the  country  for  the  fake 
of  his  health  ;  Mr  Budgell  had  alfo  loll 
fevcral  other  powerful  friends,  who  had 
been  taken  oil  by  death ;  particularly 
the  lord  Halifax,  and  the  earl  of  Sunder- 
laiul ;  he,  how^ever,  maile  feveral  at¬ 
tempts  to  fucceed  at  court,  but  was 
conftantly  kept  dow  n  by  the  duke  of 
Bolton.  In  the  year  1720  he  loft  twen¬ 
ty  thoufand  pounds  by  the  South-Sea 
fcheme,  and  afterwards  fpent  five  thou¬ 
fand  pounds  more  in  unfuccel'sful  at¬ 
tempts  to  get  into  parliament.  This 
completed  his  ruin.  He  at  length  em¬ 
ployed  himfelf  in  writing  pamphlets  a- 
gainft  the  miniftry,  and  wrote  many  pa¬ 
pers  in  the  Craflfman.  In  1733  he  be¬ 
gan  a  weekly  pamphlet,  called  The  Bec^ 
w  hich  he  continued  for  above  an  hun¬ 
dred  numbers,  printed  in  eight  volumes^ 
odavo.  During  the  progrefs  of  this 
work,  Dr  Tiinlal  died,  by  whofe  will  he 
had  two  thoufand  pounds  left  him,  to 
the  exclufion  of  the  next  heir;  but  footi 
after  he  was  reduced  to  a  very  unhappy 
lituation  by  law'-fuits.  He  however 
got  himfelf  called  to  the  bar,  but  beinj 
unable  to  make  any  progrefs,  he,  in  the 
year  1736,  tilled  his  pocket  with  ftoncs, 
then,  taking  a  boat  at  Somerfet-ftairs, 
ordered  the  waterman  to  Ihoot  the 
bridge,  and,  while  the  buiat  was  going 
under,  threw  himfelf  into  the  liver.  lie 
had  fevcral  days  before  been  vifibly  di- 
ftracled  in  his  mind.  Upon  his  bureau 
was  found  a  flip  of  paper,*  on  whicti 
were  thefc  words,

Irn.  'J  he  common  price  istliat  at  which 
t!ie  buyer  may  htcom.e  a  felUr,  and  the 
feller  a  buyer,  without  any  fcnliblc  proHt 
or  lofs. 

In  the  fuppofition,  for  inP.ance,  that 
a  rrtwvn  is  the  common  price  of  a  pound 
of  tolvicco,  1  maint.iii',  that  one  man 
wlu)  is  juiireiTeil  of  an  I'.undred  pounds 
ot  toh.uco,  is  as  rich  atiotlier  man 
w  ho  ispoffeHed  of  an  hundred  crowns  ; 
lieeaufe  with  cipial  facility  the  tobacco 
may  he  exchanged  for  tlie  crowns,  and 
the  crcnvius  lor  the  tobacco.  Gn  tlie 
(dln  r  h.ind,  if  >*o‘ih  j-arties  cnioy  not 
tlic  li;:v.c  l.icililv  of  exchance,  1  then 
n  . lint. tin,  that  the  crown  is  no  longer 
t he  eor.'.ir.on  price  of  t!ie  tobacco.  In 
a  wordt,  the  common  price  'i<  that  at 
whicli  neither  ol  tiie  two  conlraifling 
p.n  ties  run  any  rilk  cf  .being  a  lofcr 
liy  the  exchange  lie  ni.ikes. 

It  is  neccilary  to  obh rve,  tlir.t  as  t!ic 
com.mon  price  depends  on  the  common 
oj  imon  ol  mankind,  it  cannot  be  dttcr- 
miiied.  but  witii  rcrpcdl  lo  fuch  commo- 
I’itics  a  -  .".re  nudt  commonly  biuight  and 
f  i^d.  » >f  commo dbics  w  Midi  arc  fcarce, 
ni.d.  !v  l  .u!.ncr.aliy  ul'cd,  tlic  price  muft  j 
iireeii.iriiy  be  nu.re  precaiii>us  and  un- 
fett’.ed  ;  bccaule  it  dejunds  on  the  opi¬ 
nion  of  .1  few’  individu.'ih,  and  becaiifc 
Inen  eoimnoditic'-,  from  tlnir  being  but 
r.irdy  ixpoled  to  l.ilc,  .ind  then  only’  in 
Im.ili  .jtMiitiiies,  an  not,  in  a  free  .iiid 
(  pen  m.i’ket,  .m  object  of  enuilalioii 
till  ei  to  tlie  fclltrs  or  tlu*  buyerL 

tlien  are  the  lundamental  prin- 
eioh  ot  :!ie  {".iee  (3f  things?  By  the 
w.nii  alone  ol  tlu  in  it  alinredly  cannot 
I  •  dCv  rtained  ;  a  truth,  of  which  to  be 
couMiuud,  wc  need  only  to  retied  that 
lu  ’iur  water,  nor  air,  nor  liglit,  has  any 
pi'ce  il1i\t(lt.i  tlum,  .ind  till'll  never- 
1  l.elt  h.  t lu’V  arc  ot  all  tilings  the  mofl 
lucelkiry  to  u>.  Nor  does  the  fcarcity 
(  f  a  commodily,  any  n.ore  tlian  the 
w.i’  t  ol  it,  ntlord  oi  itlelf  futheient 
gn  unds  lor  tlu*  deti  rmination  of  its 
price.  A  med.il,  an  antifjne  (’auieo,  acii- 
lious  l.apnur.t  ot  natural  h’Oory’,  and 
other  fimil.ir  objiCl.s  thoiigli  highly 
fcarce,  thongli  higidy  valuable  to  a  vir- 
tU'Uo,  w’ould  y’ct  in  gcneial  be  conlidc- 
|•{.d.  wortti  little  or  uothing  in  a  public 
xiuuket. 
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The  abnnilancc  of  a  commodity  in¬ 
fluences  its  value  and  pi  ice.  Hy  the 
wortl  ahnndnnce,’  however,  1  mean  not 
the  abfolutc  and  actually  cxifling  quan¬ 
tity  of  tliat  commodity,  but  the  quanti¬ 
ty  which  is  expofed  to  fale.  By  its  ap¬ 
parent,  not  abfolute,  plenty  is  its  price 
regulated ;  and,  while  other  circum- 
ftanccs  remain  the  fame,  we  fliall  always 
find  every  article  for  which  there  is  a 
demand,  increafe  in  price  precifely  as  it 
increafes  in  fcareity. 

When  united,  then  want  and  fcareity 
are  the  two  principles  which  contribute 
to  fix  the  price  of  things  ;  and  the  more 
thole  lhall  co-operate  with  force,  tlie 
more  will  this  be  enhanced  ;  as,  on  the 
contrary,  the  more  a  commodity  lhall 
abound,  or  the  want  of  it  decreafe,  the 
more  will  the  price  of  it  decreafe  alfo.  But 
here  it  is  to  be  obferved,  that,  in  fpeak- 
iiig  of  commerce,  or  of  the  exchange  of 
one  thing  for  another,  we  niufl  not  con¬ 
found  want  with  delire;  by  want  and 
the  did'erent  degrees  of  it  is  merely  to 
be  iinderllood  a  certain  jireference  gi¬ 
ven  to  a  commodity  for  which  we  have 
a  demand,  to  that  of  which  we  are  in¬ 
clined  to  dilpofe.  Hence  it  follows, 
that  if  in  a  country  where  the  uni  verlal 
commodity  is  very  plentiful,  the  want 
of,  or  call  for  particular  commodities  is 
inadequate,  the  former  will  lole  part  of 
its  value,  and  it  will  be  found  necellary 
to  give  a  greater  quantity  of  it  in  return 
for  the  latter.  However,  as  the  efi'eCt 
of  the  univeilal  commodity  having  gra¬ 
dually  increafed  in  quantity  in  a  flale, 
and  been  divided  among  a  number  of 
individuals,  uniformly  is,  that  the  de- 
fnvs  ofthofe  individuals  for  particular 
commodities  are  multiplied  ;  lb  it  hap¬ 
pens,  that  the  lefs  the  univerfil  commo¬ 
dity  is  accumulated,  the  more  it  be¬ 
comes  a  common  property,  the  more, 
at  the  fame  time,  it  prefcrv’cs  its  value, 
and  the  lefs  the  price  of  particular 
commodities  is  advanced. 

The  apparent  abundance  of  a  com¬ 
modity  increafes  and  climinilhes  in  pro¬ 
portion  to  the  offers  which  are  made  of 
Idling  it,  and  to  the  number  of  fellers. 
Let  us  fiippofe*  for  example,  that  there 
is  a  fufficiency  of  provifionsin  a  town  to 
accomodate  the  inhabitants  for  a  yc.'tr, 
but  that  thefe  provi lions  arc  tnlirdy  en- 
grnlTed  by  one  man.  7  his  man  will 
never  e*an*y  to  market  more  of  his  fiotk 
than  he  m^ny  think  it  probable  he  fliaU 
fell  in  the  comfe  of  each  fncccnivc  day. 
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From  this  very  cifcumftance,  the  offers 
of  thefe  proviiions.will  he  as  few,  their 
apparent  abundance  as  fmall,  as  pofli- 
ble  ;  and  confequently,  fince  it  muft 
tlcpend  on  tlie  uncontrbulcd  will  of 
vender,  the  price  of  them  will  be  railed 
to  the  liigheil  pitch. 

Let  us  again  fuppofe,  that  the  fame 
(piantity  of  proviftons  is  in  the  hands  of 
two  fellers.  Jf  thefe  two  enter  into  a 
Combination  as  to  the  fale,  the  cafe  is 
the  fame  as  before.  But  if,  fufpicious 
of  each  other,  they  difagree ;  if  each 
has  a  feparate  inclination  to  amafs  the 
univerfai  commodity  in  lieu  of  the  pro- 
vifions  he  has  in  florc,  and  to  fell  as 
much  as  he  can  in  a  day,  then,  the  offers 
of  the  fellers  being  doubled,  will  the 
apparent  abundance  be  increafed,  and 
the  price  diminilhed  in  proportion.  Onl 
the  fame  principle  it  is  evident,  that 
every  addition  to  the  number  of  fellers 
renders  all  connivance  among  them 
more  difircult ;  that,  in  other  words,  the 
more  perfons  there  may  be  poflefled  of 
the  fame  commodity  for  file,  in  a  grea¬ 
ter  degree  will  they  be  actuated  by  a 
fpirit  of  emulation. 

It  is  evident,  that  as  the  apparent  a- 
bundance  of  a  thing  increafes,  the  price 
of  it  diminiihes  ;  and  that  the  former  is 
dependent  on  the  number  of  fellers. 
We  have  already  obferved,  that  the 
want  of  a  commodity  is  determined  by 
the  fuperior  cltlmation  in  which  it  is 
held  to  the  commodity  we  wifli  to  part 
with  in  exchange  for  it.  This  propofi- 
tion  is  flridly  confonant  to  truth,  as  it 
relates  to  each  individual,  feparatcly 
conlidcrcd ;  but  if  w'c  confidcr  focicty  in 
general,  and  as  forming  a  body,  by  what 
criterion  lhall  we  afeertain  the  degree  of 
this  want  ?  1  anfwer,  that,  in  this  cafe, 
the  degree  of  the  want  will  be  afeer- 
tained  by  the  number  of  buyers ;  a 
point,  of  which  to  be  convinced  w'C 
lhall  have  rcconrfc  to  an  illuftration 
correfpondent  with  one  we  have  alre<ady 
propofed. 

Let  us  fuppofe  then,  that  of  a  parti¬ 
cular  commmiity  there  is  but  one  ven^ 
der.  Ill  this  fituation,  as  we  have  alrea¬ 
dy  feen,  the  apparent  plenty  is  at  its 
lowcft  pitch  ;  but  if,  at  the  tame  timr^ 
there  fhould  be  but  one  buyer  for  that 
commodity,  then  would  the  u'ant  of  it 
be  .at  the  loweft  pitc!i  alfo  ;  and  on  ti  c 
equality  of  the  conHid  between  two  in¬ 
dividuals  would  the  price  fold y  depend. 
If,  iiiltcad  gf  one,  we  fuppofe  two  buy- 
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crs,  the  monopolift  would  he  enabled  to 
fix  .1  higher  price  on  his  property  ;  and 
in  proportion  as  the  number  of  buyers 
increafed,  we  (hould  dill  tind  an  increafe 
of  lint  want  which  determines  the  value 
of  tliingr.. — V/hilc  the  munlKT  ot  ven- 
cUrs  augments  (allowing  every  other 
ciu  unillancc  to  remain  tlic  lame',  tlie 
apparent  abundance  will  augment  alio, 
and  the  price  linU  in  propoi  tion.  Wliile, 
<>n  tiu*  other  hand,  llie  niimher  of  buy¬ 
ers  augments  (allowance  being  made  as 
before),  tlie  want  will  increafe,  and  the 
juice  necelVaMly  rife. 

If,  as  lias  been  abeady  obferved,  the 
eomnuice  of  natums  is  nothing  more 
than  the  icmo\al  of  comnuu’ities  from 
one  place  to  another  ;  if  this  removal  is 
folcly  ocealioned  by  tire  advar.t.ige  de- 
riv»ai  friunit  ;  if  this  advantage  depends 
entirely  on  the  ditfcrcnce  in  tire  price  ; 
if,  in  its  turn,  the  difference  in  the  priee 
depends  on  llte  afhnity  between  the 
number  of  fellers  and  ll»e  number  of 
buyers  ;  if  thefe  are  truths,  it  follows, 
tint  a  nation  will  find  it  moie  eafy  to 
get  lid  of  the  fnpernuity  of  its  commo¬ 
dities,  in  proportion  as  it  lhall  contain 
n.iue  fel’ers  ami  h  wer  buyers,  and  as 
the  nil'ou  to  which  it  trades  lhall  con¬ 
tain  more  buyers  and  fewer  fellers.

ACCORDING  to  the  profenid  plan 
of  this  elfay,  I  am  obliged  to  take  up 
this  nobleman’s  political  and  parliamen¬ 
tary  ch.uader  in  the  year  1766.  We 
find  him,  in  the  fpring  of  that  year,  for 
the  firft  lime  ftnee  his  taking  his  feat  in 
the  houfe  of  lords,  feparated  from  ad- 
minihration  ;  andoppofing  the  meafures 
w’hich  were  fuppoied  to  be  condiK^lcd 
by  tlie  marijuis  of  Rrickingham,  then  at 
the  head  of  the  treafnry.  'Phe  queftion 
on  which  his  lordlhip  and  feveral  others, 
not  fuppoledto  be  inimical  to  the  gene¬ 
ral  meafures  of  govern mer.t,  differed 
from  the  king's  fcrvnnts,  w’as,  on  the 
propriety  of  the  repeal  of  the  ftamp  a(^. 
We  do  not  recolledt  w'helher  he  openly 
or  violently  opp'ofed  the  repeal ;  but  lie 
cert.iinly  voted  againft  it.  The  cele¬ 
brated  protch,  which  followed  the  re- 
j>eal,  was  faid  to  have  been  drawm  up 
under  his  lordDiip’s  immediate  infpec- 
tion,  and  wms  looked  upon  at  the  time 
as  one  of  the  mod  able  performances  in 
that  wMv,  ever  entered  in  the  records  of 
parliament.  His  uniform  and  ftcady 
couduiit  ever  lince,  in  the  fame  liiac, 
leaves  no  doubt  hut  he  intirely  approved 
of  a')  the  mcafin  es  whieli  fooii  after  fol¬ 
lowed  a  change  I'f  niiuiftry.  In  1 767  we 
find  him  i'upporling  tlic  port  duties, 
projiufed  in  the  other  houfe  by  the 
chancellor  of  the  exchequer.  In  1770 
we  again  find  him  fiipporting  tlic  partial 
repial  ot  thofe  duties,  and  continuing 
tlie  duty  on  tea,  the  immediate  caufe  of 
all  our  prefent  difpute.s.  It  is  on  this 
great  ground  of  the  meafures  relative  to 
America,  tliat  we  a’-e  enaliled  to  decide 
on  hi'^  lordlliip's  political  cliaratfler.  His 
loribhip  difapproved  of  the  repeal  of  the 
Ikunp  ad,  becanfe  he  locked  upon  it  to 
h  '  a  tacit  reliiiquifliing  of  the  fupreme 
authi'rity  (ff  tliis  country  over  America. 
When,  therefore,  lord  Rockingham  and 
his  friends  went  out,  and  left  the  dccla- 
r.itoiy  l.iw  as  a  falvo  for  the  honour  and 
diiVrfml  power  of  Great  Britain,  he 
united  with  adminiflralion  in  thinking, 
that  tlir  ac't  for  laying  on  the  port  du¬ 
ties  would  be  the  means  of  breathing  a 
loul  luto  the  deelaratoiy  ad,  which, 
without  it  or  fmic  other  t’pecies  of  ac- 
quielecnee  and  active  acknowledgment 
cm  the  part  of  America,  muft  remain 
lirdel's.  nuj.itory,  and  inclfcdtive  ;  and 
V  t'cn  the  duties  on  paper,  painter'^*  co- 
louiN,  and  glafs,  as  being  commodities 
ot  native  nianufadurc,  were  found  tt>bc 
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repugnant  to  the  intcrclts  of  commerce, 
he  approved  of  the  repeal  of  thofe  parti¬ 
cular  duties.  The  other  parts  of  his 
political  conduct,  fo  far  as  the  fame  re¬ 
lated  to  meafures  carried  on  in  parlia¬ 
ment,  1‘cem  to  have  rather  proceeded 
from  an  uniform  fupport  of  government, 
than  any  particular  fentiments  of  his 
own,  unlefs  connected  with  the  fyllem 
purfuingor  meant  to  bepurfued  towards 
America.  Among  the  latter  were  all 
the  hills  of  coercion  againlt  America,  in 
which  the  Quebec  adt-may  be  well  in¬ 
cluded.  Thofe  fcveral  meafures  he  de¬ 
fended  as  they  prefented  themfelves,  fo 
.ably  and  particularly,  nay,  in  fome  in- 
ftances,  fo  very  minutely,  as  to  enter 
into  the  defence  of  the  grammatical 
conftrui^ion  t»f  fevcral  of  the  claufes, 
that  his  opponents  in  argument  fre¬ 
quently  charged  him  with  being  the  ori¬ 
ginal  framer  and  father  of  them ;  but 
this  we  cannot  by  any  means  fuppofe, 
his  lordlhip  having  repeatedly  difclaim- 
ed  in  debate  the  kaft  previous  know¬ 
ledge  of  their  contents,  or  of  having  at¬ 
tended  the  bufmefs  of  the  cabinet  for  a 
confiderable  time  before  the  period  here 
:  adverted  to.  We  ftiall  conclude  the 
political  charadler  of  this  confummate 
(latefman,  by  obferving,  that  he  has  ne¬ 
ver  yet  defevted  his  principles ;  and  that 
he  has  built  all  his  arguments  and  rca- 
foning*^,  and  drawn  all  his  conclulions 
on  this  linglc  fuppofition,  that  America 
has,  from  the  beginning,  aimed  at  inde¬ 
pendency;  and  that  the  faiiheft  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  that  country  will  ever  be  prevail¬ 
ed  upon  to  confeut  to  but  by  force  .and 
compulfion,  will  be  an  acknowledg¬ 
ment  of  the  perfonal  fuprcmacy  of  the 
king  of  Great  Uritain,  detached  in  that 
inftance  from  and  unconnected  with  his 
parliament. 

His  lordlhip’s  abilities  as  a  parliamen¬ 
tary  fpeaker  require  the  hand  of  a  maf- 
ter  to  do  them  juftice.  The  writer, 
confeious  of  his  own  inability,  therefore 
attempts  only  an  bafly  and  incorreCt 
culline.  Mis  lordlbip  is  certainly  one  of 
the  greateft  orators  this  country  ever  be¬ 
held. — Mis  powers  nf  diferimination  arc 
equalled  by  none  of  his  cotrmporarics. 
His  memory  is  fo  tenacious  and  correct, 
that  he  fcarcely  if  ever  takes  notes; 
and  when  he  does,  he  feldom  has  rc- 
fcourfe  to  them.  His  references  to  cx- 
■irelhons  which  have  fallen  in  the  courfe 
Rf  the  debate,  or  his  quotations  from 
fcooks,  arc  lb  faithful,  tliat  they  may  be 


faid  to  be  repeated  verbatim.  The  pur* 
pofes  to  which  he  employs  thefc  ama¬ 
zing  talents  are  ftill  more  extraordi¬ 
nary:  If  it  be  the  weak  part  of  his  op¬ 
ponent’s  argununt  he  refers  to,  he  is 
fure  to  expofe  its  fallacy,  weaknefs,'  or 
ahfurdity,  in  the  mod  poignant  fatire, 
or  hold  it  up  in  the  moll  ridiculous 
point  of  view.  If,  on  the  contrary,  it 
be  a  pidnt  on  which  his  adverfaries  lay 
their  chief  llrels,  he  dates  the  words 
corre<511y,  collets  their  obvious  mew- 
ing,  conliders  the  force  of  the  feveral  ar¬ 
guments  that  have  or  may  be  raifed  u- 
pon  them,  with  a  precidon  that  would 
induce  an  auditor  to  alinod  fuppofe  he 
had  previoufly  confidered  the  whole, 
and  thrown  his  thoughts  upon  paper  on 
the  fuhjedl ;  and  that  his  fpcech  was  llic 
rcfult  of  previous  confideration.  His 
judgment  is  no  Icfs  found  upon  many 
occafions  than  his  genius  is  cxtcr.tivc 
and  penetrating  ;  for  as  he  pours  forth 
at  pleafure  drains  of  the  mod  bewitch¬ 
ing  and  perfuafive  oratoj*y,  fo  bis  dexte¬ 
rity  in  bringing  every  thing  offered  on 
the  other  fide  within  a  narr  ow  oompafs 
and  either  intircly  defeating  its  intended 
eft'edl,  or  breaking  its  force,  is  hardly 
credible,  but  by  fuch  as  have  heard  him. 
On  the  other  hand,  his  lordHiip  is  often 
rather  fuperficial,fubtilC,  and  perfuafive, 
than  folid,  logical,  and  convincing.  He 
is  fond  of  founds  and  appearances,  ami 
avails  himfelf  of  his  great  oratorio  pow¬ 
ers,  by  courting  the  pallions.  No  man 
knows  better  to  dire«fl  his  attack  to¬ 
wards  the  pre-conccived  prejudices  cT 
the  majority  of  his  auditors.  He  feems 
much  more  folicitous  to  perfuade  them 
that  they  are  not  a^iting  wrong,  than  to 
convince  them  that  they  arc  a<5ling 
right.  His  lordfhip’s  genius  feems  to 
dircc't  him  this  way  ;  in  fliort,  the  (piick- 
nefs  arul  fcnfibility  of  his  eye,  the  anima¬ 
tion  of  his  countenance,  the  fweetnefs 
and  diverfity  of  his  voice,  the  graces, 
drength,  and  harmony  of  his  ehx'utitiu, 
all  unite  to  render  liim  the  firft  orator  in 
either  houle;  but,  //V  tranjh  florin 
bis  vmice,  enunciation,  and  fpir’ts,  to 
fay  no  more,  leem  to  he  very  I'cnfiMy  on 
the  decline  ;  the  evening  of  his  abilities, 
as  well  as  of  his  life,  begin  to  make  (heir 
appearance  at  a  dillance,  and  hfs  lord- 
flop’s  moll  f(»Iid  enjoyments  will  fbortiy 
be,  the  confeioufnefs  of  a  life  devoted  to 
the  intereils  of  his  country,  and  the 
happinefs  of  human  kind.

I  ARRIVED  at  Billy niannon,  and  was 
fo  plealtd  with  it'i beautiful  Gtuitioii, 
ihat  I  icm.iini'd  tht  ie  four  days.

allowing  for  the  curvature,  they  leap  at 
Icaft  tweiity.  I  remained  hours  in  ob- 
fersingthem;  they  do  not  always  fuc- 
cecd  at  the  full  leap;  fometime^  they 
bound  almob  to  the  furnmit,  but  the 
falling  water  dailies  them  down  again  ; 
at  other  times  they  dart  head-foremolt, 
and  lide-U'iig  upon  a  rock,  remain  lluii- 
ned  fora  few  moments,  and  then  Ihug- 
gle  into  the  water  again  ;  when  they  arc 
fo  lucky  as  to  reach  the  top,  they  fwiin 
out  of  light  in  a  moment.  They  do  not 
bound  from  the  furfaee  of  the  water, 
and  it  cannot  be  known  from  what 
depth  they  l.tl.e  then  leap;  it  is  proba¬ 
bly  peformeil  by  a  foveible  fpi  ing  with 
their  t.iils  bent ;  for  the  chief  Itrength  of 
mod  tiih  lies  in  the  t.iil.  They  liavc 
often  been  ibot,  or  caught  witli  ftrong 

b. iiited  !u)(<ks  ft.xcd  to  a  pole,  during 
their  flight,  as  it  miglit  be  leimed,  and 
inllances  l.avc  been  known  of  women 
catehing  them  in  their  aprons.  At 
high  water  the  fill  ir.  luirdly  three  feet, 
and  tlien  the  fiili  fwim  up  that  cafy' ac¬ 
clivity  without  leaping.  Soinelimes  I 
h.ive  feen  .it  low  uater  fifty  or  lixty  of 
Ihefe  Ic.aps  in  an  hour,  and  at  other 
lime.s  only  two  or  three.

After  the  froft  in  1740 
ll.iey  were  fold  at  thirty-two  ;  and  even 
in  1761,  after  a  failure  of  the  crop,  at 
twenty-nine  ihillings.  Wliilky  is  fold  at 
a  Ihilling  a  quart.  'J'lie  inolt  expcnlive 
articles  are  tea,  fugar,  grocery  wares 
(which  are  fold  as  in  England),  and 
wines;  port  and  claret  bearing  the  lame 
price,  which  is  two  (hillings  /irr  bottle*. 

Neither  i  i  houfe-rent  Icfs  moderate  ; 
fo  that  proviileil  a  family  can  forego  the 
fweets  ot  foeiety,  and  be  content  to  ve¬ 
getate  in  dull  tranquillity,  lliere  is 
i'careely  a  Ipot  more  fuitablc  for  oecono- 
mieal  retirement.

Before  I  left  New'- 
caflle,  I  heard  a  ftrangc  relation,  which  , 
1  knew  not  what  to  think  of.

In  the  evening,  thole  who  were  witli 
him  w'ent  into  the  next  room  to  take  a 
little  rcfrelhmcnt.  As  they  were  eating, 
they  obferved  a  difagreeable  Imell,  but 
could  find  nothing  in  the  room  to  caufc 
it.  Returning  into  the  room  where  the 
corpfc  lay,  tliey  fouiul  it  full  of  fmoke. 
Removing  the  Ihcet  which  covered  the 
corpfc,  they  law  (to  tluir*  no  fmall 
ama/ement)  the  body  fo  burnt,  that  the 
entrails  were  bare,  and  might  be  feen 
through  the  ribs.

A  Description  ^St  Andrew’s. 

AFTEIv  pafling  over  a  barren  muir, 
have  a  moft  extenlive  view.  Be-, 
ncath,  on  the  north,  is  the  Eden,  dif- 
charging  itlclf  into  a  fmall  bay  under 
'  Gair-bridge,  confiding  of  fix  arches, 

I  built  by  IJenry  Wardlaw,  bifliop  of  St 
Andrew’s,  who  died  in  1340:  Beyond 
is  the  efluary  of  the  Tay,  great  part  of 
the  county  of  Angus,  terminating  with 
the  Red- head,  which,  with,  Fifenei's  in 
this  ccunty,  forms  the  great  bay  of  St 
Andrew’s.  Full  in  front,  at  the  bottom 

I  a  long  defeent,  appears  the  city,  pla- 
1  at  the  extremity  of  a  plain  at  the 
ter’s  edge.  Its  numerous  towers  and 
res  give  it  an  air  of  vaft  magnificence, 
i  feivc  to  raife  the  expedation  of 
angers  to  the  higheft  pitch.  On  en- 
ing  the  weft-port,  a  well  built  flreet, 
light,  and  of  a  vaft  length  and  breadth, 
pears;  but  lb  grafs- grown,  and  fiich 
ireary  folitude  lay  before  us,  that  it 
med  the  perfedt  idea  of  having  been 
J  wade  by  the  peftilence. 

On  a  fartlier  advance,  the  towers  and 
res,  wliich  at  a  diftanee  aftbrded  fuch 
appearance  of  grandeur,  on  a  near 
w  ftiewed  themfclvcs  to  be  the  awful 
nains  of  the  magnificent,  the  pious 
irks  of  paft  generations.  A  foreigner, 
lorant  of  the  hiftory  of  this  country, 
luld  naturally  inquire.  What  calamity 
5  this  city  undergone  ?  Has  it  fuftered 
bombardment  from  fom’e  barbarous 
emy  ?  Or  has  it  not,  like  Lifbon,  felt 
?  more  inevitable  fury  of  a  convulfivc 
rlhqUrtke  ?  But  how  great  is  the  hor- 
r  on  reflecting,  that  tliis  deftruclion 
IS  owing  to  the  more  barbarous  zeal 
a  mini  fie  r,  who,  by  his  difeourfes, 
ft  inflamed,  acd  men  permitted  a  fu¬ 
nis  crowd  to  overthr^>w  edifices  doi¬ 
ted  to  that  very  Being  he  pretended 
honour  by  tlieir  ruin.  The  calhedial 
IS  the  labour  of  a  hundred  and  fixty 
ars,  a  building  that  did  honour  to  the 
iintry  ;  yet,  in  June  1539*  John  Knox 
edted  its  demolition  in  a  llugle  day. 


If  we  may  credit  legend,  St  Andrew’s 
owes  its  origin  to  a  lingular  accident. 
St  Reg  ulus,  or  St  Rule,  as  he  is  often 
called,  a  Greek  of  Achaia,  was  warned 
by  a  vilion  to  leave  his  native  country, 
and  vilit  Albion,  an  ifte  placed  in  the  re¬ 
in  otell  part  of  the  workl,  and  to  take 
with  him  the  arm-bone,  three  fingers, 
and  three  toes  of  St  Andrew.  He  obey¬ 
ed,  and  letting  tail  with  hiscompanions, 
after  being  grievoufly  tempeft-toft,  w’as, 
ill  370,  at  length  iliipwTecked  on  the 
coails  of  Othofania,  in  the  territory  of 
Herguftus,  king  of  the  Pidls.  His  ma- 
jefty  no  fooncr  hoard  of  the  arrival  ,of 
the  pious  ftrangers,  and  their  precious 
reliques,  than  he  gave  orders  for  their 
reception,  prefented  the  faint  with  his 
own  palace,  and  built  near  it  the  church, 
which  to  this  day  bears  the  name  of 
gulus. 

The  place  was  then  ftikxl  Mucrofty  or 
the  land  of  boars  :  all  round  was  foreft^ 
and  the  lands  beftowed  on  tlie  faint  were 
called  Byrehid*  The  boars  equalled  in 
fr/e  the  Erymanthian  ;  as  a  proof,  two 
tulks  were  chained  to  ihe  altar  of  St 
Andrew',  each  fixteen  inches  long,  and 
four  thick.  But  Kegulus  changed  the 
name  to  that  of  Kilrymont :  Here  he 
eftablifticd  the  firft  Chriftian  priefts  of 
this  ccnintry,  the  Culdces  ;  a  w'ord 
which  Ibme  derive  from  cuhores  Dei,  or 
worlliippers  of  God  ;  others,  with  more 
jufticc,  from  Kckdc'ty  oi'dwcllers  in  cells, 
Thtfe  had  tlie  pow'er  of  chiding  their 
own  biftiop,  or  overfeer,  profcfll*  d  fora 
long  time  a  monafth:  life,  and  a  pure 
and  uncorrupt  religion,  and  ivithftooii 
the  power  of  the  Popes  :  But  David  /, 
lidiiig  wi'iii  his  liolhiefs  in  a  difpute  be¬ 
tween  the  Culdees  and  the  prior  and  ca¬ 
nons  of  St  Andrew’s,  about  the  right  of 
chilling  .a  biihop,  would  have  engaged 
the  former  to  admit  the  latterto  partake 
of  the  powers  of  tlecljon ;  bijt,  on  their 
refufal,  iutirely  diverted  tliem  of  their

Archhifhop  Sharp  w^as  originally  bred  a 
rigid  Prefbyterian,  had  the  ftill  confi¬ 
dence  of  the  party,  and  was  intrulted 
with  their  interefts  at  the  time  of  the 
reftoration.  Tempted  by  the  fplendor 
of  the  preferments  pf  our  church,  he 
apoftatized  from  his  own,  received  in 
reward  the  archbiftiopric  of.St  Andrew*#, 
and,  as  is  commonly  the  cafe  with  con- 
veits,  became  a  violent  perfegutor  of  his 
deferted  brethren.  His  career  was  ftop- 
ped  in  1675.  Nine  cnthufiafts,  fome  of 
them  men  of  fortune,  inftigated  by  no 
private  revenge,  bound  thcmfelves  by 
VOW’  to  facrifice  him  to  the  fufferings  of 
their  fe^t.  On  the  3d  of  May,  they  met 
him  in  his  coach  on  Magus- muir,  fduf 
miles  from  the  city,  .accompanied  by  hit 
daughter.  As  foon  as  he  faw  himftlf 
purfued,  he  gave  up  all  hopes  of  life; 
was  taken  out  of  his  carriage,  and, 
amidft  the  cries  and  intreaties  of  the  la¬ 
dy,  moft  cruelly  and  butcherly  murder* 
ed.  He  died  with  the  intrepidity  of  a 
hero,  and  the  piety  of  a  Chriftian,  pray¬ 
ing  for  the  aftaftins  with  his  latcft  breath  I 
The  monument  is  very  magnificent : 
In  the  lower  part  is  reprefented  the  man¬ 
ner  of  his  death  :  in  the  middle  the  pre¬ 
late  is  placed  kneeling,  the  mitre  and 
croficr  falling:  from  him ;  an  angel  it 
fubftituting,  inftcad  of  the  firft,  a  crown 
of  glory,  w’ith  the  allufive  words.  Pro 
Mitra  ;  and  above  is  tlie  has  relief  of  a 
falling  church,  fuppoited  by  the  figure 
of  the  archbilliop.  This  piece  of  flatte¬

After  a  very  hard  paflage  of  ten  wcekj^ 
four  of  which  I  beat  on  the  coait 
with  ftrong  gales  and  contrary  v’ind^' 
and  founding  on  the  2d  of  December, 
aboat  twelve  leagues  fonth-caft  of  Cape 
Anne,  and  at  fix  in  the  evening  was 
boarded  and  taken  by  a  fehooner^of  fix 
carriage  and  twelve  fwivcl  guns,  manned 
by  about  *  frxty  piratical  'vagahondir, 
headed  by  one  John  Manley,  ttiltirg 
themftlvcs  American  cruizerx*  I  was 
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(with  the  moft  of  my  pcoplr)  bundled  on  arms.*^  .  We  were  brought  to  the  hoiife 
bpard  the  fchooiticr,  and  my  Ihip  uken  where  Wafhington  lived,  but  was  not 
pofRflHon  of  by  the  above  crew.  By  admitted  to  his  prefence  that  time,  be 
break  of  day  next  morning  we  made  our  being  engaged  on  otlier  bufinefs,  but  ad 
appearance  off  Marble  Head,  where  a  lent  to  cotihuemeut ;  the  failtjrs  to  a 
large  body  of  people,  were  throw  •  goal,  and  fundry  mafters  of  us  to  a  houfe^ 
ing  up  a  battery  for  the  defence  of  the  under  guard.

“  In  a  former  letter  I  informed  your 
kwdlhip  that  the  troops  were  ordered 
to  allcmble  at  the  Three  l^ivers  ;  they 
all  piilhed  forward  with  great  expedi¬ 
tion,  as  fait  as  they  arrive<l  off  Quebec, 
by  land  or  water,  as  heft  anfwcred  I  liar, 
end.  The  8th  inlt.  the  rebels  attemp¬ 
ted  a  voi  y  bold  enterpri/c  indeed  ;  they 
cronVd  over  from  Scvel  in  50  boats;  bet¬ 
ter  than  20ca  men  landed  at  the  Pointe

and  ftores.*^ 

By  a  letter  from  Halifax,  dated 
June  17.  we  learn,  that  a  large  ftorc-ftiip 
from  England,  laden  with  fleld-pieceti 
and  ordnance  ftores  of  all  kinds,  was 
taken  the  8th  inft.  near  Bofton,  by  the 
Sturdy  Beggar,  a  provincial  privateer  of 
26  guns,  and  carried  into  Philadelphia. 
An  Indian  anuy  is  aflembled  on  the 
plains  of  Abraham,  where  they  arc' 
waiting  the  arrival  of  feveral  othertribes 
to  join  them,allof  w'hom  arc  determined 
to  defend  that  colony. 

The  Morning  Star,  capt.  Miller,  from 
the  Hay  of  Honduras  to  London,  is  taken 
by  two  American  guarda  coftas  off  Black 
River,  near  the  Mufquito  ihorc,  and  car¬ 
ried  into  Salem.

Henry,  mounting  lix  three 
pounder.s,  and  ten  fwivels,  on  the  9th  of 
May;  and  Lady  Juliana,  Stephenfon 
and  Juno,  M«irfdcn,  were  taken  by  the 
Chance,  capt.  Adims,  who  mounted 
four  fix  pounders,  and  ten  fwivels,  the 
11th  ;  that  the  provincials  put  the  cap¬ 
tains  and  paiTengers  on  board  a  Spanifli 
veird  that  was  leaky,  who  carried  them 
into  Providence,  where  the  captains

On  Monday  morning,  at  eight  o’clock, 
came  on  before  the  liigh  court  of  uilti- 
ciary  the  tiial  ot  Gilh<  rt  White,  cxcife- 
ctfierr,  accufed  of  inurderiug  Jofeph  Ni- 
c  hoi  fin,  blackfmuh  in  Dumfries.  It  ap¬ 
peared  from  the  evidence,  that  the  <lc- 
ceafed  had  gone  with  fomc  fmugglcrs, 
to  bring  fmugcled  goruls  to  Dumfries; 
that  White  and  one  Pagan  had  gone  in 
leareh  of  iheir,  and  having  met  with 
them,  a  fcutP.e  cnlueJ,  ir.  which  Nicliol* 
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■fnn  wa^  killed  bn  the  fpot ;  but  it  beifig 
dark,  it  Was  impoffible  to  diftltlgiiifh 
who  gave  him  the  blows  of  which  he 
died.  The  examination  of  the  witneffeti 
continued  till  ten  o'clock  at  night,  w’hch 
the  evidence  was  very  ably  fummed  up 
againft  White,  ofi  the  part  of  the  pri¬ 
vate  profecutor,  by  Mr  Crofbic :  Mr 
Maclailrin  fummed  up  the  evidence  very 
ingenioufly  on  the  part  of  the  prifoner. 
The  jury  were  incloftd  about  one  o’¬ 
clock  next  morning,  and  returned  their 
verdift  at  two  in  thC  afternoon,  findirtgi 
by  a  great  majority  (fourteen  agairi^ 
one),  the  libel  fwt  pren^en  ;  whereupon 
he  w  as  aflbilzied,  and  difialiflcd  from  th^ 
bar.
